A HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

On the 16th of lasi month Mrs. Caraway, the 
wife of a respected. well-to-do farmer, living in 
Sumét.r county, about three miles from Smith- 
ville, Was found murdered in her own house.

from me, and, fearing detection, I struck her 
with a heavy stick that I carried in my hand 
with euch force that she fell unconscious and, I 
thought, lifeless. 

“I then searched the house and found the tia 
trunk with the money and papers in it. I got 
Only $10 45. which was in sliver. I was disap- 
pointed ; thought I would get a good deal more 
than that. I then took some other things—some 
cloth and clothing, and while I was getting 
them I could hear Mrs Caraway moaning. It 
made me feel sorry for her, and I concluded I 
would go back and put her out of her 
miséry. I went back and hit her two blows 
more with the club. She was lying by the 
hearth. I hit her on the head every time. She 
bad always treated me very well when I wasa 
servant with them, and it made me feel bad to 
doit. I then took the things and went out the 
back way, and hid theclub under the log. I 
was arrested the same day I expected to have 
been hung or shot right then The people were 
very mad, and talked about killing me. 
I thought that they would doitsure. I reckon 
the devil put it in my head to kill her. After I 
killed her I hid theciub and went straight home 
through the woods. I did not rum eff because 
I did not think that they would suspicion me. 
I know I will be hung for this murder, and itis 
right. I have said all the time that I ovght to 
be bung Iam willing to die for I have had po 
peace siuce lcommitied the murder. I can’t 
hardly sleepa bitat’ night, Something gets 
afterme. I reckon it Is the devil, and my life is 
no satisfaction. 1 expected to be carried from 
this jailand hung ‘They guarded it though to 
watch me. I think my fate ought to be a warn“ 
ing to my people (the colored peeole). My dy— 
ing advice to the colored people is to do better 
than we have been doing and | hope you will 
put that in the paper.”

The minister’s 
description of the man he had seen in the road 
corresponded with Tommey’s appearance, and 
Tommey having lived with Mr. Caraway, as 
above stated. was the only negro that knew of 
the existence of the trunk and its contents. All 
these things put together pointed to him us the 
perpetrator of the diabolical deed, and the men 
present determined to go in quest of him at 
once.

Being threatened bv those who had in charge, 
and having a dread of Judge Lyuch, he con- 
fessed the murder and guided the purty to the 
place where the papers were secreted.

Tuommey was then carried te Americus 
and todged in jail, a strong guard being ueces-. 
sary to prevent lynching. Tae superior c_urt 
being then in ses.ion, the grand jury immedi 

ately found a trne bill, aud four days after the 
murder was conimiited the prisoner was ar- 
ruigued before the bar of justice. He having 
no counsel, offered to plead guilty, which piea 
the court declined to receive, but ordered that 
the plea of not guilty be entered and tha pris 
oner be put on trial. Thecourt then appointed 
Colonel W. A. Hawkius, Jude N. A. Smith and 
Dupont Guerry, Esq., all eminent lawyers, as 
counsel for the prisover. 

Tne proof wae so cicar and cofincing, that 
the case was submitted to Lhe jury withuut ar- 
gument, and « verdict ef guil.y was immedi- 
ately rendered, and the prisoner sentenced to 
be hung in public on the 18th of May. 
Tommey having coniemed, his cise was not 
carried to the supreme court, or any other 
effurt made to save him {from thedoom he so 
justly merited, and to-day, just thirty-two 
days since the murder was committed, he expi- 
uted his cr me with his life. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH THE PRISONER. 
Your correspundent, on yisiting the cell of the 
doomed man, found a large negio man, weiyh- 
ing from 190 vo 200 pounds, and about six feet, 
three or four iwches high, well buiit ani fero- 
cious iooking, showing great strength aud brntal 
passion. On being asked about the murder be 
answered unlsitatingiy that be killed, and did 
it only for the purpose of robbing her.

RAPE UPON HIS VICTIM. 

This was not made public till after the execu- 
iion. 

At eleven and a half o’clock he ascended the 
gallows calmly, in full view of

Are there no interests of the farmers to be 
considered, even in making organic law? We 
see that the question which excites more inter 
est than apy other in connection with 
the convention is that of the home- 
stead, and the farmers are the chief 
class to be affected by it. That here will be a 
homestead provision may be regarded as settled, 
but a more perplexing question is, shal! the 
homest ad be voluntarily alienabie or inaliena- 
ble? Are not the wishesof the farmers to be 
cor sultei in determining this question, and 
who are so weil qualified to represent those in- 
terests as the farmer* themselves? Is either of 
the three distinguished politicians mentioned 
by THE CONSTICUTION better qualified to present 
the views of farmers on this subject than 
George W, Adams, of Moaroe, or Fresident 
Lewis of the North Georgia Agricultural col- 


lege? 

Our esteemed contemporary of the 
Times persists in misunderstanding and 
misinterpreting the meaning which we 
intended to attach to our use of the 
term “representative men.” We had 
no intention of using the word “repre- 
sentative” in any limited or restricted 
sense. A member of the legislature, it 
is true, is known as a representative, 
but it is only by virtue of his office. 
He may be a representative and yet 
not a representative man-~a difference 
which the legislation of the past few 
years has made painfully clear and cop- 
spicuous. On the other hand, one who 
has never tasted the sweets of office 
may, by virtue of intel ctual vigor, 
purity of purpose and integrity of char- 
acter, be a representative man. It may 
be that in using the term in a sense 
broader and deeper than that which 
usualty attaches to it among mere pol. 
iticians Our meaning was in some sort 
obscured, and it isa sad commentary 
upon the general drift of political 
thought that it should be so; but we 
assure our brother of the Times that 
we had no intention of implying 
that the convention should 
be composed of fifth-rate politicians or 
party leaders. As we understand it, | 
it is not to be a party convention —nor 
a Jawyer’s convention—nor a farmer’s 
convention—nor a cotton factor’s con- 
vention. It is to beaconvention of the 
citizens of Georgia,and the duty of the 
members thereof will bea very grave 
and responsible one. For this reason 
we have insisted that the body should 
only be composed of represeatative 
men. The Times, as we have shown,

The carry- 
ing out of the scheme looks only to the 
destruction of small ports, and of pro- 
perty along the coast. Well-defended 
towns like Poti, Odessa and Sebastopol 
will be blockaded, but not bombarded. 
The sea of Azov will also be closed. 
If this be a true explanation of the 
capture of Sukumkaleh, we may ex~ 
pect to read of many similar victories, 
but of no great significance, as they 
could not affect the main issue. They 
would simply show that Hobart Pasha 
has no rivalon the Black Sea. They 
would be no indication that Asia Minor 
is to be spared from the sweep of ar- 
mies thut are thundering at the passes 
east of Erzeroum. 


' QOur dispatches of yesterday, how- 


ever, indicate that the first heavy 
battle in Asia Minor will not occur at 
the Sougunli passes, which lie between 
Kars and Erzeroum; but that it wili 
occur south of the range that extends 
westerly from Mount Ararat. The 
Russians are reported to be marching 
in great force from Bayazid towards 
Erzeroum. Their route would be 
the great caravan road that leads from 
Erzeroum to lake Van. The Turks 
will, it is said, confront them at Top- 
rak Kalech, which is on the caravan 
road and at the southerly mouth of the

NORLHERN AND BOUTABR* AGRI- 
CULTUR4L PAPERS 
COMPARED. 


At the north the policy of the agri- 
culture is settled, and the points of 
interest relate principally to new 
inventions, improved modes of culture 
of crops already determined upon; 
while at the south our agriculture— 
from the change in our condition and 

reumstances incident to the war—is 
unfixed, or rather at a formative period. 
The northern farmers all have certair 
erops which they invariably grow; with 
us it is a matter of dispute as to which 
are the best crops for us to grow. The 
province of southern agricultural jour 
nals, then, is to define the policy of the 
southern planter, as a class, and to 
convince by elaborate essays, instead 
of devoting their space to items of 
special infonmation—which sometimes 
gives them a dull and heavy appearance: 
while the northern paper, with its 
short articles and illustrations by guts, 
gems to be invested with more life, 
spiciness and enterprise. Ours is the 
task to convince as to the best genera! 
system; theirs to inform specifically. 
The southern agricultural paper strives 
to p.ove that cotton as a surplus money 
crop only, a full home supply of all 
provision crops, the culture of'grasses 
and clover and the saving of hay, the 
planting of forage crops, the raising of 
pork, and the turning under of green 
crops as the principal reliance for ter- 
tilization—constitute the safety and 
prosperity of southern farmers, indi- 
vidually and cvllectively, while the 
northern journal edifies;ite readers with 
some new discovery in the culture of 
onions or potatoes, the latest improve 
ment in potato diggers, the model of a 
barn or poultry house, illustrated in 
detail by appropriate cuts, the special! 
care of pigs and dairy cattle, and how 
these animals may be made to yield 
ths greatest profit, and so on. 


Tue harrow is very generally used in 
the west in the cultivation of young 
corn. We are surprised that farmers 
do not use it morehera.

COW HULDING UP HER MILK. 

What will cause a cow to let down 
her milk? Ihada cow with young 
calf that was es three gallons per 
day, but I sold the alf to a butcher, 
and sinc then the cow has declined 
rapidly -in her milk — caused 
from holding it up when being milked 
—till she threatens to go dry. and 
there is eae of her bag being ivjured.

If you can induce the cow to eat 
quiet?’ while milking her she will 
be apt to let the milk flow. Be gentle 
to her and kind, by rubbing or curry- 
ing her’ occasionally so _ tha 
she will have no fear of any 
m from you. This is very frequent- 
y fie case with cows for a short time 
after their calves have been taken away. 
The difficulty probably arises from 
nervousness and excitement at the loss 
of the calf and from an instinct of dan- 
ger. The bag should be bathed in 
warm water and milked es long as a 
drop of milk can be obtained. By 
kind treatment and feeding her while 
milking with something that she 
relishes, she will soon forget the calf 
and discount the lacteal freely.

FO to 
see a Som you will find the brand upon 
it from Vincinnati; and you will find 
that most of their corn is shipped from 
Chicago or some of Iliinois. So 
that farming, in e south, is cotton 
and it will se ceetairs and the west will 
furnish them with bacon, corn and 
flour. I don’t think I ate a biscuit that 
did not come from the west. I did not 
see a straw or hay stack anywhere.

THE SAN DOMINGO POTATO. 

Agricultural Editor  Constitution— 
I have just notived an articie headed 
“The San Domingo Yam,” bv J. A. 
Ansley, Americus, Ga., in THe Conati- 
TUTION Of the 10th inst., in which he 
says: “The San Domingo vam is a 
course, dry unpalatable potato, almost 
destitute of the sweet taste which char- 
acterizes the different species of the 
(reorgia yam, when it grows toa large 
size. It may be distinguished from the 
common yam by the coarse, thick 
rind, which not unfrequently cracks 

open. Asa table potato it is undesira- 

ble. One shop-keeper of our town told 
me that he invegieu in a fine looking 
lot of them last year, and that in every 
instance where he sold as much as a 
bushel to one person that they were 
returned on his hands,” 

Now, Mr. Editor, iasu wioter I bought 
from Mark W. Johnson, seed mer- 
chant, and Mr. E. T. Paine, secretary 
of the Direct Trade union, both of this 
city, about fourteen bush-~ 
els of what uhey calied 
San Domingo vams, paying, I think, 
$1 75 per bushel. Of these potatoes I 
bedded some under glass and the bal- 
ance in the open air. On the 4th of 
July I began selling new potatoes grown 
from slips drawn from the ho. at 
$4 00 per hushel, and covtinued selling 
at that price until shipments began to 
arrive from Fiorida, which cut the’ 
price pretty svon down to $2 00 per 
bushel. These early potatoes were sold 
by the time they were one half the size 
of uatured potatoes. When those raised 
from slips that grew inthe open air 
reached the same size, I began to sell 
thein, and as everybody eise having 
early. potatoes for saie began to throw 
them vn the market I had tosell a 
great many at $1 00 por bushel, For 
potatoes that were omy half matured 
would not pay, when it is known that 
you can hold them until winter 
and sell at to 
$125 per bushel, but to get 
a jarge yield of haif growu potatoes, I 
planted about 6 inches apart instead of 
the usual distance of 12 tu 18 inches, 
and | realiy think that I got as many 
bushels per acre as any of the farmers 
around me, if not more. 

Tnese potatoes do not grow as large 
as some other varieties whch I have 
seen, and might be classed as a medium 
sized yam. The rind is not thick or 
coarse, but the very opposite, and has 
a thin, smooth rind, and does not crack 
open, and isa capital eating potato. 
The rind and flesh is white and pleas- 
ani to look upon. 

In addition to all this, they keep 
sp endidly;in fact,better tuan any other 
variety that I ever saw or heard of, as 
last vear I bedded them out in the open 
air without any shelter whatever, and 
did not lose a bushel; while, on account 
of the severity of ‘the winter, there 
were very few persons in this part of 
the state who did not lose all they had 
bedded. 

Now in conclusion I will say that the 
potatoes which I am planting and 
which I bought as San Doming»v yams 
are the very best in every particular 
that I ever plante. or ever saw, and 
that either Mr. Ansley’sof my pota- 
toes are not the San Domingos. If; 
mine are not the Sau Domingos, what | 
are thev?

The speci- 
meng which we have examined, how- 
ever, have a rather thick rind, but 
these may be an improvement in that 
respect brought about by selection in 
planting or some other cause, which is 
certainly an advantage.

The third trial of Jake Stafford, for 
the marder of John Casey, was brought to 
close Thursday noon and the jury remanded to 
make up their verdict. Sinee that time there 
has been curiosity and anxiées suspense upoD 
the part of the public, as well as deep interest 
and hope upon the part of Stafford and his 
counsel. ‘‘What will the verdict be?” was asked 
by every one cognizant of the remarkable history 
and previous findivgs of the case. While almost 
every man in Atlanta bas an opinioa ab at the 
part of the prisoner in the affair, yet ali are 
curious to know what those twelve men think 


— MR. JEFIE2IkS’ ARGUMENT 
in the case, on Thursday morning, was decided- 
ly the best effort of hie life, and was a triumph 
for him. / 
Mr. Jeffrries, it will be understood, has made 
the case of Stafford a special study for nearly 
three years, and has given to it the best portion 
of his legal thoughts and attention. Every 
point of evidence, every principle of law at~ 
taching to the case, and every branch and step 
of its progress are as familiar to him as his own 
name, and he uses his knowledge with consum 
mate skill in bis most determined, even heroic, 
eudeayor to 

SAVE STAFFORD'S LIFE. 
To do‘that has become the one hope and 
thought of his legal life now, and 
in h’s indefatigable labors to 
that end he has developed pow: 
ers of mind and [qualities of character 
which mustinevitebly place him high in the 
ranks of his profeasion and his fellow-men. 

It has happene@, in the exigencies of the case, 
to fall to Mr.Jefferies todo the greate: part of the 
preparation and pursuit of the defeose. Mr 
Glenn, his associate, has done his part ably, as 
he always does, and as we have heretofore re= 
cognized. 

In this, his fourth set argument of this case, 
Mr Jefteries surpassed all his former efforts and 
made a reallygrand spe’ch. He seemed 8) ab- 
sorbed and wrought upon in his impassioned 
appeals to the jury, that one might readily have 
imagined him ta be pleading hisown cause and 
begging for the safety of his own life. No 
man on trial for his life ever had a more terri- 
bly in earnest advocate than Stafford had in the 
person of Mr. Jefferies. 

Upon the law, the facts generally, the value 
of the dying declarations of Casey in favor of 
the prisoner’s innocence, the cruel torture of 
tre defendant by the police in the endeavor to 
make him confess, and the mistake of Mr Kiie 
in attributing the confession to Stafford instead 
of Purifoy, or, upon the other hand, the gross 
absurdity of the idea that Stafford would confess 
atall to Kile, without hope of benefit ‘or fear of 
punishment; when he had persistently denied 
it al] the time, when under the iash and when 
talking in secret and in confidence to his coun- 
sel—upon all these points Mr. Jefferies made a 
clear, logical, critical and eloquent argument. 

We would have gladly reproduced the spl n- 
did peroration of his speech had we reported 
it, since it was an upusually brilliant summary 
and appeal. It was admired by ali who heara 
it and the speech was pronounced a most ex 
cellent ana creditable productiot:, worthy of 


the lawyer, the caee and the court. 
SOLICITOR GENERAL HILL'S 


cool, dispassionatejand calculating words fell 
next upon the jury like the steady outpouring 
of a winter rain aftera brilliant and awe-inspir- 
ing play of the elements above. Mr. Hill wisely 
held his passionate instincts in check and spoke 
to the jury in the language of law, dircrimina- 
ting reason and the logic of facts 
He appealed to them to do _ their 
duty and to do what their conscience approved, 
upon a calm review of the iacts and the law. 
His speech was an admirable prosecuting effort, 
and had a positive weight, cleariy perceptibie 
throughout its continuance. 

Mr. Hil! diseussed fully all the law bearing 
upon the case, and exemplified ite principles to 
the full and clear understanding of the jury. 
Upon the facts he made a most skiliful argu- 
ment, attemptirg to establish the guilt of the 
prisoner by making each circumstance lead to 
the corroboration of his main reliance—the al- 
leged confession of Stafford. 

Whatever may be thought of the result of the 
trial, Mr. Hill certainly discharged his full 
duty, not only with zeal but with very p:o- 


nounced ability. 
THE JUDGES CHARGE. 


The charge of the court wasa full, able and 
impartial one, and we are certain was fully un- 
derstood by the jury, but there was somewhere 
amoog them a difference of opinion preventing 
a harmonious binding until the very last possi- 
ble moment. There wasall the forenoou yester- 
day a well defined and prcbable understanding 
that the jury stood eleven for acquittal and one 
for conviction. 

About three o’clock p.m, there being no 
signs of agreement upon the part o' the jury, 
Judge Underwood took a rccess. He told the 
sheriff where to find him when the jury had 
agreed. The crowd dispersed and the impres 
sion began to prevail that the “oue man,’ who- 
ever he Was, who would not agree, was liable 
to stay disagreed and force a mistrial. 

But to the surprise of ail, just about five 
o’clock the jury knock-d upon the door and 
passed the word to the bailiff that they were of 


one mind and had made a verdict. 
‘THEY HAVE AGREED !"’ 


{fan the news and before one could hardly 


realize it, the ejaculation was ewiftly passing | 
from mouth to month, down the street 
this way and that, umitil in ten 
minutes nearly everybody Knew thatthe jury 
bad agreed. 
Bailiffs were dispatched for Judge Underwood, 
the solicitor general and Mr. Jefferies, while 
another proceeded to the jail for the prisoner. 
In ashort while all were present: Stafford 
came up the street attended by a :«iozen men 
who had gathered on the way and were curious 
to know the result. 
sHE WALKED FIRMLY 
to hear the verdict that was tobe all of life, 
perhaps death to him. Some instinct, some 
secret monitor seemed to teil him that there 
wae ground for hope, and ho did ut appear to 
tremble at the coming sentence.

Rev. Dr. Harrison, of the First Meth- 
odist church of Atlanta, is a native 
Georgian, a gerial conversationalist, a 
profound thinker and forcible speake-, 
a gentleman of fine culture, and one of 
the few remarkable linguists of this 
country, he being master of no less 
than twenty-six larguages. It is un- 
necessary to add that he is a leader in 
the church south. The immediate ob- 
ject which he desires to accomplish is, 
the promotion of fraternal intercourse 
between the churches. Knowing that 
the practical work of effecting this feel- 
ing might be greatly accelerated or 
retarded by the success or failure o! 
administration policy, Dr. Harrison 
determined to first see President Hayes, 
measure the man’s firmness and 
sincerity, and hear from his own 
lips his hopes respecting the grand 
policy he had initiated. After a pleas 
ant interview he came away with a 
profound admiration for the chief ex- 
ecutive. The president expressed him. 
slef as irrevocably cemmiutted to the 
policy of pacification, and of securing 
to sout states self-goverument and 
relief trom: the office-seeking leeches. 
Though he might fail-in a first trial, he 
would eventually suéeeed. With this 
assurance every effort will be made to 
establish political amity. Dr.Harrison 
feels doubly strengthened for his mis- 
sion, 

| .NO @&USE CAUSE FOR DIVIDING LINES. 


It i@ the opjnion of the doctor that 
no good reason exists at this time for 
the continued separation of the church, 
notth and south. If any sectional 
animosity now exists it is without 
rexson or sense. The doctrine and 
discipline of the churches are precisely 
similar-“If there is any point of dis- 
similarity it is a somewhat insignificant 
one regarding the prerogatives of the 
episcopaey. The only argument the 
church north can bring to bear against 
@ reunion is that the south, as it 1s, 
offers a broad field for work by the 
northern church. If this were true, 
asserts Dr. Marrisdn, it taight be called 
a vegatiye argument. It is just as 
impossible . however, for ‘the church 
north to “establish a church in the 


congregations, in- 
| divi sand collectively, are uot 
self-sustaining ; they grow’weaker year 
by yeaa, and areonly a burden to the 
no n patrons. Even among the 
colored’ people; when three different 
Methodist ganizations are found, the 
organization which acts with the church 
south numbers more than the other 
two combined. But with acoalition of 
the churches, the missionary money 
oy by the north could 


than the immediate benefits that 
would accrue to the church. The 
Methodist church south is the great 
religious body of that section and wields 
a powerful influence. It has a more 
numerous membership than all other 
churches combined. Its _ reunion, 
therefore, with the church north, 
would, inevitably be a great step to- 
ward breaking down sectional barriers 
and melting sectional animosities, 
POLITICAL FEELING IN GEORGIA, 

Being interrogated regarding political 
feeling in Georgia, Dr. Harrison de- 
clared himself unfavorable to a “solid 
south,” and depiored the influences 
which give to the dominant part 
so impregnable a majority. Bue 
a state of affairs were 
always the harbinger of political 
corruption. “Carpet-bag” rule in the 
first place had set :he tide of politics all] 
in one direction, and the general policy 
of the administration toward the south- 
ern states had kept itflowing. He was 
positive that there was no antipathy 
among his people against a northern 
man asa northern man, or -against a 
republican asa republican. But they 
had, and always would have, antipathy 
against republicans who came from 
other states fur the sole purpose of se- 
curing federal appointments or to work 
among the negroes, holding secret con- 
claves with them solely for the purpose 
of getting office. 

MINERAL WEALTH OF HIS STATE. 
Next, perhaps, to his enthusiasm for 
the welfare of the church, Dr. Harrison 
is interested, merely as a patriotic 
citizen ot Georgia, in the deve opment 
of the gold s of his siate. Without 
giving any brilhant accounts of fortunes 
made, he is confident that the judicious 
investment of. capital, in any portion of 
the gold region, will be rewarded by a 
munificent return. The quartz is rich 
and apparently inexhaustible,and those 
who have already invested in ev 
instance haye been amply uielied 
Dr- Harrison will probably devote a 
portion of the approaching summer to 
visiti d writing of,the Georgia gold 
fields. the opportunity they 
for the investanent of capital may be 
more widely known than at present.
